king of England. It is prescribed bythe 
constitution as follows: 


"I do solmenly swear (or affirm) 


that I will faithfully execute the offlco 
of president of the United States, 
ared to the best of my ability protect, 
preserve and defend the constitution 
of the United States." '; "" 


This oath is slowly repeated after 


the chief justice standing upon a 
platform erected on the east front 
of .the capitol, -from which the presi- 
dent also delivers his inaugural ad- 
dress. 
They hold Between them an 


open Bible especially procured for 
property elf the president after it has 
been appropriately inscribed and seal- 
ed by the chief clerk of the supreme 
court. 
At the close of the oath the 


president bows and presses his lips 
upon the open page.

Northern Town Will H.iye n Flux Mill 


Owned l>y Woman. 


The people of 
the town of 
Albert 


Lea. Minn., are congratulating 
them- 


selves upon the prospective establish- 
ment there of a flax fiber mill,'to be 
started by Mrs. Oscar N. Olberg. Mrs. 
Olberg has engaged the services of ati 
expert from Belgium, and it is ex- 
pected that the flax which is raised by 
the Minnesota farmers will soon be of 
more use than simply to furnish seed 
for the linseed oil makers. The straw 
or fiber is now wasted. Several y^ais 
ago after samples of Minnesota 
flax 


had been sent to the linen mills of Ire- 
land and Brussels and had been pro- 
nounced first class there was consider- 
able activity toward the establishment 
of 
linen factories 
in the 
northwest. 


Plants were put in operation in Min- 
neapolis, Eau Claire and Appleton. Ex- 
pensive machinery was bought abroad 
and the home made product of those 
mills was 
unsurpassed 
by the goods 


from Belfast. But there was a dearth 
of raw material. 
The farmers v/cmld 


not or could not get the llax fiber into 
condition for the looms. 
Within two 


years after the linen mills mentioned 
had started 
every one of 
them had 


ceased operations. For they found that 
in order to keep the spindles moving 
they would be compelled to import ret- 
ted flax fiber, while our own flax straw 
was either 
going to waste or 
being 


burned up. 
The western linen rtrlls, 


therefore, were compelled to stispsnd 
operations, while those of the o^ler 
cities in the east 
only 
maintaine 


themselves by buying a po-.-tiori of thei 
raw material from across the sua. Mrs
